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PREFACE 



The rapidly growing interest now being taken in English 
pronunciation has rendered imperative the production of an 
English phonetic dictionary, i. e. one in which the words appear 
as actually pronounced and are arranged accordiug to their 
sounds, the current spelling being added after each word^). 

A dictionary of this kind has many uses. In the first 
place the work constitutes an affirmation of an important 
principle, viz. the existence of the spoken language as distinct 
from the conventional written language. We are of opinion 
that in language study the ' spoken language is all-important 
— far more important than the written language. The con- 
ventional written form of English, and indeed of most other 
languages, is but a feeble and in many respects misleading 
representation of the true language, which is the spoken 
language. 

In the past the written language has been looked up to 
by many as being the only form of the language worthy of 
' respect. One result of this reverence for spelling has been 
that innumerable 'spelling -pronunciations' are creeping into 
the language. Teachers in elementary schools have to teach 
children to do dictation. Owing to our present barbarous 
system of spelling the children cannot help making innumer- 
able mistakes; the teacher is accordingly constrained, often 
quite unconsciously, to pronounce the words in such a way 
as to indicate the spelling. These spelling-pronunciations are 
naturally adopted by the children, and in course of time 
become definitely incorporated into the language. Thus Margate 
trippers now generally speak of 'ma:geit instead of 'maigit;

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teachers in London elementary schools now often say ek'sept 
for ik'sept 'except', ekstrs'oidinari for iks'traidnri 'extraordinary', 
'oftan for aitn^) 'often', 'bromptan for 'brAmptan 'Brompton', 
'fa:hed for 'forid 'forehead', and pronounce the adjective 'seprit 
'separate' like the verb 'separeit. The continuation of this 
process will soon bring us to 'kwainain for kwi'ni:ii 'quinine 
(as often in America), 'griinwit/ for 'grinids 'Greenwich', Itemb 
for Isein 'lamb', 'mA.tan for 'mAtn 'mutton'. 

It is a regrettable fact that most pronouncing dictionaries 
definitely encourage many of the modern spelling -pronunci- 
ations''). "We feel that such artificialities cannot but impair 
the beauty of the language, and we hope that the present 
dictionary may do something towards convincing the educated 
public of the desirability of studying the spoken language in 
preference to the conventional written language, and so avoiding 
undesirable changes in pronunciation in the future. 

It is hoped that this work may also prove useful to 
students of linguistic science in general. Hitherto such students 
have been greatly hampered by the current orthography of 
many languages. Now, however, many important questions 
relating to English linguistic science can be studied with far 
greater ease. Such are the comparative frequency of sounds, 
rules of pronunciation depending on the positions of sounds 
relatively to other sounds, various processes of derivation^), 
distinctions of sense corresj)onding to distinctions of pronun- ' 
elation not shown in the ordinary spelling*).

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This dictionary is intended further for use in connexion 
with the practical study of English. Here it may be useful 
in various ways. 

1. A person hearing a word for the first time, and 
being in doubt as to how it should be spelt, may as- 
certain the current spelling by looking it out in the 
phonetic dictionary. 

2. A person meeting with an unfamiliar word in 
a phonetic text may ascertain its current spelling by 
reference to the phonetic dictionary. 

3. The dictionary may even be read with much 
profit. A foreigner, for instance, may learn much by 
simply reading down the lists of words beginning with, 
say, j- or rai-. 

The pronundaiion represented is that generally used by 
persons of culture in the South of England. This form of 
pronunciation is chosen not because it is intrinsically superior 
to any other, but because it is that generally found most 
useful by those studying the English language. Except 
where specially noted, only those variants are included which 
are undoubtedly frequent in the pronunciation of educated 
Southerners. 

The phonetic alphabet used in this book is that of the 
International Phonetic Association, which is now the most 
widely used of any phonetic system^). A list of symbols 
employed with their values is given on p. XI. See also the 
'Brief Description of English Pronunciation', p. XVI. Further 
information with regard to the formation of the sounds will 
be found in the books on phonetic theory mentioned on p. 443. 

The fixing of a satisfactory alphabetical order of the 
sounds was a matter of no small difficulty, particularly in 
the case of the vowels. As it was not possible to arrange 
the whole of the vowels in a logically correct order depending

on their formation, we have arranged them in 5 groups, viz. 
vowels which may be roughly classed as belonging to the 
types a, e, i, o, u. The difference of sound quality between 
i: (as in 'eel') and i (as in 'ill') necessitated putting words 
containing these sounds in separate classes; so also with n: 
(as in 'ooee') and n (as in 'put'). Further, the fact that so 
many speakers make a difference in sound between simple e 
(as in 'ell') and the first element of the diphthong ei (as in 
'ale') rendered it desirable to treat the words containing ei 
as a separate class, and place ei before simple e in the 
ailphabetical order. Similarly it has been found desirable to 
place ou (as in 'old') before simple o (as in 'molest') in the 
alphabetical order. To the e group we have assigned s (as 
in 'ail'), a: (as in 'earl') and a (as in 'allow'), and to the o 
group o: (as in 'all') and o (as in 'olive'). In the a group are 
included a: (as in 'alms'), a (first element of the diphthongs ai 
in 'aisle' and an in 'owV), se (as in 'act') and a (as in 'ulster'). 
The most difficult point was the position of a, the various 
authorities being by no means agreed as to its formation. 
After much consideration we decided to assign it to the a 
group on account of its acoustic similarity to the sound a. 
The consonants i) (as in 'linff'), 5 (as in 'then'), 6 (as in 'thin'), 
S (as in 'she'), 3 (as in 'measure') come naturally after n, d, 
t, s, z respectively. As regards the semi-vowel w (as in 'will'), 
it has seemed to us preferable to put it immediately after n, 
the sequence u:, n, w thus corresponding exactly with 
the sequence i:, i, j. 

The complete order of the sounds is consequently;

In order to avoid unnecessary complication in the trans- 
cription we have not indicated the special qualities of the 
short vowels as distinguished from the corresponding long 
ones (see p. XXI)*). Nor has it been considered necessary 
to distinguish by special signs the two varieties of I'J (see 
p. XVIII) or the varieties of r (see p. XIX), or to mark 
secondary stress (e. g. 'ekspla'neijan 'explanation'). 

As regards the general plan of the work we would call 
special attention to the inclusion of all the plurals of nouns, 
inflected parts of verbs, and comparatives and superlatives 
of adjectives. These inflected forms are not given in full in 
most other dictionaries, but their inclusion will be found to 
bring out several points of interest to the language student. 
The student will learn, for instance, that there are many 
adjectives which admit of a superlative but not a comparative 
(e. g. 3b'B9:d 'absurd'). Again, the distinctions between the

We think that the continued repetition of these forms 
in this dictionary will impress them indelibly on the mind 
of any foreigner who will use the book systematically for a 
few days. 

In conclusion we desire to express our thanks to all those 
who have assisted us in the preparation of this dictionary. 
In particular we acknowledge with gratitude much help from 
Pkop. Waitee Bipfmank. At the outset he furnished us with 
many excellent suggestions regarding the plan of the work; 
he was also kind enough to revise the greater part of the 
manuscript, making innumerable corrections and suggestions

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Explanations and Abbreviations 



In this dictionary the words are given first in phonetic trans- 
cription (thick type) and then in their conventional spelling 
(ordinary type). Thus 

'ba:li barley 
means, "The word which is pronounced 'bo:li is written in con- 
ventional spelling 'barley'"- 

Grammatical indications (s., adj., v., etc.) are added where a 
word may be more than one part of speech [e. g. mim (s.), mi:n 
(adj.) and mi:n (v.)]; meanings are added, when necessary, to dis- 
tinguish words which are spelt alike (e. g. to distinguish 'prayer' 
meaning 'one who prays' from 'prayer' meaning 'supplication'). 

Most variants^) which are frequent in the pronunciation of 
educated Southerners are included. 

Optional sounds are given in italics. Thus the transcription 
siTila.i'zei/an 
means that the word 'civilisation' may be pronounced in any 
one of the 4 ways sivilai'zeij'an, 8171131761X0, siTlli'zelJon , 
slTili'zeiJn. The transcription 'sebssl^'u:! indicates that some 
persons pronounce the word 'sebsaljnit and others 'sebseluit. 

The use of ■ instead of : is taken to mean that the -short vowel 
is used by some speakers instead of the long vowel. Thus the 
transcription sa'ft means that some say so'.tt, while others say soft. 

Each of the other variants is placed in square brackets [ ] 
immediately after the more usual form of which it is the variant. 
The variants are also given in their proper alphabetical position, 
when this is remote from that of the more usual form, with a 
cross-reference. Thus 

'peitran ['pjet-] patron 
means that some speakers pronounce the word 'psetran, but that 
'peltrsn is more usual. The same thing is indicated by the 
reference 'psetren = 'peitran.

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The mark * appended to a word ending with a vowel indicates 
that most speakers insert the sound r at the end of the word 
when the following word begins with a vowel and is closely con- 
nected with the first word by the sense. Thus psa* indicates 
that the word by itself is pronounced pea, but that it is pronounced 
pear in such an expression as a 'pear 9Y 'bn:ts. It should be 
noted however that very many speakers extend this practice to 
all words ending in the vowel -a (including such words as ai'dia, 
'tjaina). Some also extend it to words ending in -a: and -o: which 
are not marked with * here (e. g. pa'pa:, sa; 'saw'). Others on 
the other hand go to the other extreme and never insert this r 
at all; such speakers generally insert a 'glottal stop' (phonetic 
symbol ') at the beginning of the second word (e. g. 'we8ininsta"2ebi 
instead of 'wesminstar 'sebi). 

The plurals of nouns, comparatives and superlatives of ad- 
jectives, inflected forms of verbs, frequently also the terminations 
-li, -Ills, -mant and other derived forms, are placed immediately 
after the head word. Thus 

hit, -8, -ig; -a*, -az hit, -s, -ting; -ter, -ters 
shows that hits is spelt 'hits', 'hitig is spelt 'hitting', etc. 

When necessary the sign | is used to mark off the part of 
a word repeated before each termination. Thus 

im'pa:t»ii{s, -t, -tli importan|ce, -t, -tly 
shows that im'pa:t9ii8 is spelt 'importance', im'paitant is spelt 
'important', im'pa:tdntli is spelt 'importantly'. 

The sign | is also sometimes used in the case of words not 
grammatically connected, for the purpose of saving space, e. g. 
'rotJIdeil, -ista* Eoch|dale, -ester. 
The sign / is sometimes used to indicate derivatives of deriv- 
atives. Thus we see from 

small, -z, -ii|/li, -d smil|e (s. v.), -es, -ing/ly, -ed 
that 'smailig is spelt 'smiling', and 'smailii)li is spelt 'smilingly'. 

Irregular derived forms (such as road from raid v.) are of 
course given in their proper alphabetical positions as well as after 
the head word. So also are any regular derived forms whose 
alphabetical positions are remote from that of the head word and 
which might not be instantly recognizable by the foreign student 
(e. g. gouz, lakt). 

When a head word consists of one syllable and a derived 
word consists of two or more syllables, it is understood throughout 
that the stress of the derived word is on the first syllable. Thus 
the word formed from naiz by addition of the termination -ill 
is pronounced 'naizili with stress on the first syllable. 
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It is further understood throughout that all words marked 
with douhle stress are liable to have their stress modified by 
rhythm. Thus though 'fif tim pronounced by itself has normally 
double stress, yet in 'fifti.'n 'Jiligz it only has stress on the first 
syllable, while in 'dsASt fifti:ii it only has stress on the second' 
syllable. 

It is customary to pronounce many newly .borrowed foreign 
words (particularly French words) with the foreign sounds or an 
approximation to them. In such cases the foreign pronunciation^) 
is given in round brackets ( ). It should be noted that the plurals 
of siioh foreign nouns are formed in the English way even when 
the foreign pronunciation is adopted. Thus the plural of bobS 
is b3b3z.

Brief description of English Pronunciation 



I. The Organs of Speech. 

Language consists of sequences of sounds produced by the 
organs of speech. 

The essential features of the organs of speech are shown in 
the following diagram.

Special attention is called to the meaning of the word front 
aa applied to the tongue. It is the part which lies opposite the 
hard palate when the tongue is in the position of rest. 

The vocal chords are like two horizontal lips situated in 
the larynx (the upper part of the wind-pipe). The space between 
them is known as the glottis. 

When the chords are drawn close together and air is forced 
between them by the action of the lungs, they are caused to vibrate, 
and they produce a musical sound known as Toice. When they 
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are held wide apart and air passes between them, they do not 
vibrate, and the very weak sound produced by the passage of the 
air is called breath. 

Sounds in which voice is present are called voiced sounds; 
those in which breath is present are called breathed (or voiceless) 
sounds. 

II. Classification of Speecli Sounds. 

There are two main classes of speech sounds, vowels and 
consonants. 

A vowel is defined as a voiced sound in which the air has 
a free passage through the mouth and does not produce audible 
friction. 

All other speech sounds are called consonants. 



III. Tiie Englisti Sounds. 

There are in Standard Southern English 37 elementary sounds. 
They are represented in this dictionary by the following phonetic 
symbols: a:, a, ee, a, b, d, 9, e, e, a:, 9, f, g, h, i:, i, j, k, 1, 
m, n, 1), 0, o:, 0, p, r, s, J, t, 6, n:, n, w, v, z, 3. 

The mode of formation of these sounds is indicated in the 
following table. 
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Sounds appearing twice on the chart haye a double articul- 
ation, the secondary articulation being shown by the symbol in 
brackets ( ). 

For key words showing the values of the sounds see p. XI. 



A. Consonants. 

The following English consonants are voiced: b, d, g, m, 
n, g, 1, r, w, v, d, z, g, j. The following are breathed: p, t, 
kj 'j % 8, J, h. 

1. Plosive Consonants. 

The air passage is completely closed and then opened, so that 
the air escapes suddenly, making a kind of explosive sound. 

(a). The bi-labial plosives p, b, are formed by the two lips, 
(b). The dental plosives t, d, are formed by the tip of the 

tongue against the teeth-ridge, 
(c). The velar plosives k, g, are formed by the back of the 
tongue against the soft palate (velum). 

2. Nasal Consonants. 

The mouth passage is completely closed but the soft palate 
is lowered so that the nasal passage is open. 

(a). The bi-labial nasal m is formed by the two lips. 

(b). The dental nasal n is formed by the tip of the tongue 

against the teeth-ridge. 
(c). The velar nasal g is formed by the back of the tongue 

against the soft palate. 

3. Lateral Consonants. 

The mouth passage is closed in the middle, but the air is 
free to pass out on both sides of the obstacle.^) 

There is only one sound of this class in English, namely 
the dental lateral 1. There are, however, with most speakers two 
very distinct varieties of this sound, viz. a 'clear' 1 used when 
a vowel follows (as in li:f, sel it), and a 'dark' 1 used finally') 
and before consonants (as in bel, ketl, fi:ld). 

^) With some speakers the mouth passage is closed in the middle 
and on one side, the air being free to pass out on the other side. 

*) By 'final' is meant final in a word pronounced by itself or final 
in a breath-group. 
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(a). In the 'clear' variety of I the tip of the tongue touches 
the teeth-ridge and the front of the tongue is simultan- 
eously raised slightly in the direction of the hard palate. 

(b). In the 'dark' variety of I the tip of the tongue touches 
the teeth-ridge exactly as for clear 1^) and the back of 
the tongue is simultaneously raised in the direction of 
the soft palate. 

4. Boiled Consonants. 

Formed by a rapid succession of taps of some elastic organ. 
The only consonant of this class occurring in English is rolled 
r, a sound formed by the tip of the tongue vibrating against the 
teeth-ridge. 4 

Note. Many speakers (perhaps most), however, use only a fricative 
r, in which the tip of the tongue is placed close to the teeth- 
ridge in much the same position as for rolled r, but does not 
vibrate. Even those who possess rolled r do not use is ex- 
clusively or even consistently. They generally substitute 
fricative r after dental consonants (as in tri:, dro:, 'taenri, 
Jrigk) and very often in other cases. Some speakers use a 
'semi-rolled' r (i. e. a rolled r consisting of but one single 
tap of the tongue) between vowels, and fricative r in other 
cases. 

5. Fricative Consonants. 

The air passage is narrowed so that friction is heard as the 
air escapes. 

Fricative consonants are sometimes subdivided into two 
groups (1) pure fricatives, in which the friction is strong, and 
(2) semi-TOtrels, in which the friction is weak. 
Of the English fricative consonants, f, v, 6, 5, s, z, /, 5 
and h are pure fricatives, while w and j are semi -vowels. Fric- 
ative r is best treated as a pure fricative but with many speakers 
it loses much of its friction becoming semi-vocalic. 

The amount of friction in w and j is sometimes so slight 
that the sounds may be treated as vowels used in the capacity 
of consonants; they are then practically equivalent to the vowels 
n and i pronounced extremely short. 

(a). The labio-dental fricatives f, v are formed by the lower 

lip against the upper teeth, 
(b). The dental fricatives 6, 5 are formed by the tip of the 
tongue against the upper teeth, the main part of the 
tongue being more or less flat. 

') Foreigners must take care not to curl back the tip of the tongue 
in pronouncing this sound. For the purposes of practice it is well to keep 
the tip of the tongue touching the teeth. 

II* 
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(c). The dental fricatives g, z are formed by raising the blade 
of the tongue (with many speakers also the tip) very 
close to the teeth-ridge and simultaneously raising the 
front of the tongue slightly in the direction of the hard 
palate. The teeth are very close together, much closer 
than for 9, 5. 

(d). The dental fricatives J", 3 are formed by raising the 
blade of the tongue (with many speakers also the tip) 
towards the teeth -ridge a shade further back than for 
s, z, and simultaneously raising the front of the tongue 
considerably in the direction of the hard palate. The 
teeth are close together as in the case of s, z. Many 
speakers protrude the lips in pronouncing / and 3, 

(e). The fricative r is formed by raising the tip of the tongue 
towards the teeth-ridge still further back than for J", 3. 
The teeth are not nearly so close together as in the 
case of J", 3, and the friction- is not strong. 

(f). The glottal fricative h is the sound heard when the 
breath passes through the open glottis, the mouth being 
open and the tongue in some vowel position. 

(g). The bi- labial fricative (semi -vowel) ir is formed by 
rounding and pushing forward the lips, leaving but a 
very small opening, and simultaneously raising the back 
of the tongue in the direction of the soft palate. The 
friction is very slight. 
I (h). The palatal fricative (semi-vowel) j is formed by raising 
the front of the tongue so as almost to , touch the hard 
palate. The friction is very slight. The corresponding 
breathed sound (phonetic symbol (5) is sometimes heard 
as a substitute for the group hj. 

(i). In the velar fricative x (heard in Scotch words such as 
loch) the back of the tongue is raised towards the soft 
palate. 

B. Vowels. 

Vowels are classified 

(1) according to the part of the tongue which is raised, 

(2) according to the height to which it is raised. 
Thus we distinguish the classes front, back and mixed 

according as the front, back or an intermediate part of the tongue 
is raised; and we distinguish 4 degrees of height, which we call 
close, half-close, half-open and open. 

Some vowels may be distinguished as tense or lax, according 
as the tongue is in a state of considerable muscular tension or 
is held loosely. 
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Some vowels have lip-roundiug, others have the lips spread 
or neutral. The following English vowels are rounded: n:, n, o, 
o:, 0. Of these u: has the greatest amount of lip-rounding, u and 
a: have a little less, o still less, and o very little. 

The table on p, XVII shows the approximate tongue positions 
of the English vowels. We add here some further explanatory notes. 

(a). Long i:, u: are tense; short i, n are lax. e is lax. 

(b). tf is lax and advanced towards the mixed position. With 
many speakers it is definitely mixed, or sometimes almost 
front (resembling French and German e). The vowel o 
occurs chiefly in the diphthong ou; by itself it only 
occurs in unstressed syllables (e. g. molest). 

(c). s only occurs in the diphthong ea; a only in the 
diphthongs ai, an. 

(d). Short a has the tongue as low down and as far back as 
possible, and there is not much lip-rounding. It has a 
much deeper quality than the corresponding French and 
German sound. 

(e). Long a: has considerable lip-rounding; the tongue position 
is a shade higher than that of short a. 

(f). In A the lips are spread. The sound has considerable 
acoustic resemblance to a. 

(g). In long a: the lips are spread as for 1: and the teeth 
are close together. 

(h). The quality of short a varies somewhat according to its 
position. The tongue is lower when the sound is final '■) 
(as in 'tjaina, bia) than in other cases (such as a'baut, 
pra'tekt). Short a never occurs in a stressed syllable 
unfessit forms part of a diphthong. 

Nasalized Vowels. 

Vowels pronounced with simultaneous lowering of the soft 
palate (into the position shown in the diagram, p. XVI) so that 
the air passes through the nose as well as the mouth are said to 
be nasalized. The nasalized vowels i, a, 5 occur in many words 
recently borrowed from French. 

C. Diphthongs. 

When two consecutive vowels only form one syllable, they 
are said to constitute a diphthong. 

The following diphthongs occur in English: ei, ou, ai, an, 
ai, ia, sa, a:a, na; also as variant forms: ui, ea, oa. 

In the alphabetic arrangement of the sounds the diphthongs 
ei, ou are placed before the single sounds e, o (see p. VIII).

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IV. Length. 

The principal rules of length in English are as follows. 

(1). The vowels i:, a:, a:, o;, n: are longer than the other 

vowels (with the exception of Be, see note below) under 

similar circumstances, i. e. when surrounded by the same 

sounds and pronounced with the same degree of stress. 

The vowels i:, 3:, a:, a:, u: are therefore often called 

the 'long vowels' and the others the 'short vowels'. For this 

reason too it is sufficient in practical phonetic writing to 

distinguish these sounds from the corresponding short vowels 

by using simply a length-mark (:), in spite of the fact that 

there are also certain differences in quality. 

(2). The long vowels and diphthongs are shorter when followed 
by breathed consonants than when final ') or followed by 
voiced consonants. 

Thus in fi:t the vowel is shorter than in fi:d or fi;; 
in rais the diphthong is shorter than in raiz or rai. 

(3). The long vowels and diphthongs are shorter when immedi- 
ately followed by another vowel than they are when final*). 
Thus the i;, a: in 'si:ig, 'dra:il| are shorter than the 
vowels in si:, dro:. 

(4). The long vowels and diphthongs are shorter in unstressed 
syllables than in stressed syllables. 

Thus the o: in oi'Soriti is shorter than that in 'a:6a. 
(5). The vowel a when not final is extremely short. 

Note. The vowel se, though generally called a short vowel, is fully 
lengthened by many speakers in numerous words ending in 
voiced consonants. This lengthening is however carried out 
very inconsistently, some speakers lengthening the vowel in 
some words, and others in other words. The only indication 
that can be given is that there is a strong tendency to lengthen 
8e in the adjectives ending in -ted. Thus in bffid, Sied the 
vowel is more often long, while in the substantives l»ed, kted 
it is more often short. The lengthening is not however con- 
fined to words ending in -d; it is by no means uncommon 
to hear k»b, bseg, dsaem, msn and many other words 
pronounced with a fully long vowel. Usage is, however, not 
sufficiently definite to admit of indicating in the dictionary 
these Variations in the length of the vowel w.

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V. Stress. 

The force of the breath with which a syllable is pronounced 
is called stress. 

. Stress is marked in this dictionary by ' placed immediately 
before the stressed syllable^). 

It is possible to formulate certain rules of stress in English, 
but their number is so large and most of them are subject to so 
many exceptions, that the simplest course for the student of the 
English language is to learn the stress of each word individually. 

Those who prefer to study the rules are referred to the 
chapter on stress in the Outline of EngUsh Phonetics by D. Jones 
(Teubner, Leipzig). 

For double-stressed words see p. 26, 174, 372. 



VI. Intonation. 

Intonation is defined as the variations in the pitch of the 
musical note produced by the vocal chords in the pronunciation 
of voiced sounds. 

In English, intonation does not form an integral part of the 
pronunciation of any word, but only affects the general meaning 
of the sentence. Intonation is therefore not marked in the 
dictionary.

The International Phonetic Association is a Society con- 
sisting of persons interested in the science of Phonetics, chiefly 
professors, teachers and students of languages. 

Its main object is to promote the scientific study of Phonetics 
and the various practical applications of that science. 

The Association has devised a Phonetic Alphabet which may 
be used for the purpose of transcribing any language phonetically. 
This alphabet is very widely used, and there are several hundred 
published books in which it is employed. 

The Association has instituted an official examination in 
Phonetics and grants a diploma to persons attaining a certain 
standard. Examinations are held from time to time by examiners 
appointed by the Council. 

The Association now numbers over 1,500 members. It is 
governed by an International Council of 30, elected by the 
members every other year. 

Full particulars of the Association and its objects, and ex- 
planations of the international phonetic alphabet (with transcrip- 
tions of various languages and a list of the principal books in 
which the international alphabet is used) will be found in the 
"Principles of the International Phonetic Association", published 
by the Society and given away to members on application to one 
of the Secretaries. 
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Persons may join the Association either as "ordinary" members 
or as "active" members. 

Ordinary members receive free of charge the "Maitre Phone- 
tlqne", the official organ of the Association {Editor: P. PASSY; 
Assistant -Editor: D. JONES). The Maitre Phonitique is issued 
on the 30* of January, March, May, July, September and November 
of each year. It contains articles in various languages, the Inter- 
national Alphabet being used throughout. The articles deal with 
all branches of Phonetics and its applications, and give information 
respecting the progress made by the science in different parts of 
the world. The best methods of language -teaching are also dis- 
cussed, and special texts suitable for students are given. 

Every ordinary member is entitled to a vote at the election 
of the Council. 

Every ordinary member has a right to 10 lines per annum of 
advertisement in the journal free of charge. 

Active members are those who are willing to work actively 
in the interests of Phonetics and of the Association. They receive 
two copies of the Mattre Phonetigue, the additional copy being 
intended for propaganda purposes; they are eligible to serve on the 
CouiuAl, and are entitled to two votes at the elections. 

Every active member has a right to 25 lines per annum of 
advertisement in the journal free of charge.
